Complaints aro constantly reaching 
us of. Che shameful manner in which 
Cassiar district has been neglected by 
the Government. Not only has she 
been deprived of rights to which she is 
entitled, but in several instances she 
has been denied privileges which are 
comuiou to almost every other district 
in the Province. It is already a matter 
of history — a blot on the annals of 
this country — that through the wilful 
and persistent neglect of the Govern 
ment to provide the district with proper 
peaco officers an official, whilst at- 
tempting to jerform tho duties of a 
constable, was cruelly murdered by an 
Indian on whom the death sentence has 
been passed. It is also known through- 
out the length and breadth of the laud 
that an Indian named Tom Anderson, 
arrested for killing an Indian woman, 
has been awaiting trial for nearly two 
years, but instead of being kept in dur- 
ance vilo is permitted to "sniff tho air 
of freedom" and roam about the dis- 
trict without let or hindrance. But it 
is not with the intention of again 
pointing out the stubborn indifference 
of the Government on these matters 
that we now write. On this occasion 
wo appeal to them on a different subject 
and ask them to mako some provision 
for medical assistance and hospital ac- 
commodation for the hardy miners of 
Cassiar. We learn on good informa- 
tion that during the coming summer 
tho population of the district will be at 
least 1500, exclusive of Indians. These 
men will be this year, as they have 
been in former years, almost entirely 
out off from communication with the 
outer world. But because their position 
is one of comparative isolation is no 
reason why they should be denied 
hospital accomodation and medical at 
tendance. Far from it. The, mere fact 
of their seclusion should have long 'ere 
this prompted tho Government to make 
such provision ns the exigencies of the 
case demand. We confess that we ap- 
peal to the Gov ernment with but little 
hope of success, having so frequently 
had occasion to observe the neglectful 
manner in which tbey treat districts 
deserving of every consideration at 
their hands. But as Cassiar has been 
doprived by the Government of a 
representative in the local Legislature 
we conceive it to be our duty to speak 
for her and ask the Premier to place on 
the estimates — if ever he should bo 
permitted to frame them — a sum 
sufficient for the erection of a small 
hospital and an amount which would 
induce a medical man to become a 
permanent resident amongst the miners 
of Cassiar.

against the former route; for steamers 
during the coming spring can't reach 
Hope before tho middle of April, on 
account of ice-jams, whereas tide-water 
reaches up here, or to Sumass, at all 
events, — securing this part of the riv- 
er for early opening of navigation. 
Some objections are raised because 
Summit Lake would require to be cross- 
ed. This might be just as much in its 
favor as against it; for tho breeze is 
peculiarly favorable— in the forenoon 
blowing one way, and in tho after- 
noon the reverse. A good site for a 
trail might be discovered that would 
obviate crossing the lake by pack ani- 
mals. The people of tins settlement 
are fitting out miners to blaze and re- 
port on the trail. A public meeting is 
called to take action to have this route 
established, and the Municipal Coun- 
cil will be asked to give tangible aid. 
We havo a largo farming settlement 
here, and by having this routo opened 
we would have a good market, which 
would confer a blessing on both miner 
and farmer.

they boastingiy arrogated to them- 
selves, but have omitted to exercise.

A. day or two ago Tve took occasion 
to refer in general terms to the J udica- 
ture Bill just introduced by Hon. Mr. 
Mowatt into the Ontario House. The 
Bill is based on the English Act, of 
which it is almost a copy. We com- 
mended the movement in Ontario be- 
cause it is a step towards cheapening 
and simplifying proceedings at law — 
a very desirable object, indeed. For 
this approval we are attacked by the 
Government organ, who, because we 
denounced a Judicature Bill introduc- 
ed by the Attorney-General here last 
year, cannot sec how we can approve 
the Ontario measure now. Our con- 
temporary forgets that it is possible for 
a man to be a man, or a horse a horse 
or a bill a bill, and yet differ entirely 
from some other man, horse or bill. 
Tae Judicature Act of this Province, 
for instance, was full of the incongru- 
ities for which the Attorney-General's 
measures are noted, and which have 
brought three out of four of his finan- 
cial bills to grief at Ottawa. It was 
not to tho principle of a Judicature 
Act t iat wo advanced objections; but 
to the particular piece of legal patch- 
work introduced by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. Amended, it might have proved 
a good and useful measure; but as the 
Attorney General is the only lawyer in 
the House it is the duty of tho Press 
to point out the defects in his measures 
and endeavor to effect the needed 
amendments. That was what we did 
last year, and what we intend to do 
always, whether in opposition or not.

Ohllliwhacl: Urging Thoir Claims to 
tho Traffic. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir — In the event of our Government 
optning a trail to tho Skagct mines it 
would be well for them to consiler the 
"Brigade Trail," up the Chilliwhack 
river, which is a great deal shorter 
than that tna Hope, and easier opened. 
From the Chilliwhack Landing to Kul- 
tua Lake the Municipal Council has 
opened a good road, and tho old trail is 
intersected there, which has only to be 
cleared from tho undergrowth in a great 
many places. Those who wero pros- 
' peering the Chilliwhack river last fall 
state that it can be easily followed, and 
that the bridges and grading are near- 
ly as good as when first made. In some 
cases there is considerable fallen tim- 
ber that would require to bo moved, 
of course; but t he outlay is small com- 
pared with opening a new trail via 
Hope. The trail by Hope must make 
quite a big elbow, which distance would 
be saved by adopting the "Brigade 
Trail" as far as the Skaget river, at all 
events, and there is no doubt a more 
southern routo can ho obtained after 
passing Summit Lake. By adopting 
Hope, the miners would require to re- 
main on board the steamboat during 
one night, which would be against it 
from a miner's view of tho matter. 
Take, also, the inconvenience of travel- 
ling up to Hope during the winter 
montliB, an compared with the Chilli-

TRAVEL ON TBS MAINLAND. 
THE ROAD STILL BLOCKADED 



Tho Qovornmont Abandon thoir Duty, 



ACCIDENT ON LAC LA HACHE. 

? 

By the arrival of advices from tlio 
Mainland yesterday wo learn that a tele- 
gram received at Yale, dated Mount Begbio, 
Jan. 30th, state3 that Government road 
breaking is an utter failure and that snow 
shoes have to bo resorted to from tho 83- 
milo House to Barkervillo. Tho road is 
Bhovelled out from Boston Bar to a point 
about 11 miles from Yale, but when tho 
lower end will be oponed is a govern- 
mental problem as yot unsolved. Our ad- 
vices from Clinton, dated tho 1st hist. , 
state that snow-shoes have to be used from 
Bridge Creek to Soda Creek and from 
Stanley to Barkervillo and there is every 
probability of tho roads being still further 
blocked. The snow is three und a-half 
feet deep through Lac La Hacho Valley 
and in some places tho drifts are twenty 
feet deop. It has been impossible to do 
-more than forward tho letter mails and 
^two newspaper mails are now lying at 
Bridge Creek awaiting the opening of the 
roads. Tho Government sent out iivomen 
and a four-horse team, but after opening 
the road a short distanco they abandoned 
the task as their orders wero counter- 
manded. On an average, from the day 
they sot out until tho time they returned, 
they did not mako more than a milo a 
day. From somo unexplained reason 
they went on Lac La Hacho, when they 
all broke through and wero nearly drown- 
ed. Tho team was rescued with great 
difficulty. Their orders instructed them 
to shovel out snow on the road so wlvy 
they ventured on tho lake it is hard to 
say. It is thought that it will bo im- 
possible to get a sleigh through forsoveral 
months; certainly not until a decided thaw 
sets in. Advices from Barkervillo dated 
Jan. 18th state that no up mail or express 
has been received there since Doc. 28th. 
Two mails left Soda Creek fur that town 
on date of advices, but it was thought it 
would take at least four days to bring 
them up. It is expected that regular 
weekly runs of the express betweon Yale 
and New Westminster will now be ac- 
complished. 

Senator Cornwall arrived from Ash- 
croft yesterday. Ho was only three and 
a-half days from Cache Creek to New 
Westminster. With tho exception of ten 
miles the sleighing was very good to Yale. 
Betweon Yale and Hope seven portages 
had to be made across tho ice. Twenty 
miles below Hope the rivor is blocked 
with thick ice. The wagonroad is in fair 
order for sleighing. Snow continues deep 
at Kamloops, Nicola and Okanagan, and 
stock is suffering. At Cache Creek no an- 
ticipations of loss are felt. 

Stock on tho Mainland 

The condition of stock in tho interior of 
the Mainland continues very critical, and 
it is foared that, unless the weather quick- 
ly moderates and tho snow disappears, the 
seaBon will prove extremely disastrous to 
cattle raisers, particularly those of tho 
central section of the Province. In tho 
upper country the loss of stock will not 
be nearly so great as it will throughout 
Kamloops, Nicola and Okanagan districts. 
At the'former place the snow is still throe 
feet deep and at Nicola it is unusually deep. 
It is fully expected that largo numbers of 
aheop will die at the latter place. On the 
whole the outlook for stockraisers is far 
from encouraging. 

Vanvolkenbiirgh A Co. heard from their 
cattle and sheep at Canoe Creek yesterday. 
Tho herders do not anticipate heavy loss. 
Only fourteen calves and ono horse in the 
various bands had succumbed. Mr.

Nearly all the Htockraisers in Lillooet 
District have feed and wero supplying it 
to their cattle.

THE BOSTON LADIES* DEPOSIT, [WHICH 
PAYS 95 PEE CENT A YEAR INTEREST. 

Boston, 8th. — The Herald to-day 
gives an account of the novel banking 
institution bearing the title of "Tho 
Ladies' Deposit." Its prospectus, print- 
ed on a little patch of rod paper, says 
tbat"the Deposit jis a charitable institu- 
tion for single ladies, old and young," 
and contains the following startling 
proposition .• — 

Interest at the rate of $8 on $100 
per month, is paid every three months 
in advance. The principal can be with- 
drawn upon call any day except Sun- 
day. 

No deposits received from persons 
owning a house. 

The Herald reporter was not able to 
got all the information that he wished 
at the "Ladies' Deposit," though he 
visited that institution in petticoats, 
and, according to his own account, 
very nntuarlly conducted himself in 
his character of a woman. He could 
not learn from the manager, Susan 
Crandell, how the concern could afford 
to pay 96 cent, a year on doposits, or 
what disposition was made of money 
received, that made it so valuable. 
Nevertheless, he saw a dopositor come 
in, and saw her advance interest paid 
over to her in the manner stipulated. 

Later in the day a reporter lor a 
commercial agoney called at the 
"Ladies Deposit," but he could not 
learn much more. Ho was told that 
Mrs. S. E. Howe was presdient of the 
concern, and that the money deposited 
was not loaned, but employed for 
charitable purposes. It could not be 
learned how tho Deposit could afford 
to pav such a high rate of interest, tho 
president replying simply, "Excuse me, 
that is my business." 

It is said that the questionable char- 
acter of the business has been tbo sub- 
ject of attention by the authorities, 
who 'have decided that, as no com- 
plaints have ever been made by per- 
sons claiming to have been swindled 
in any way, and as the "bank" does 
not solicit patronage.. thoy are not call- 
ed upon to interfere. 

Although their business is conducted 
upon an apparent preposterous basis, 
and with tho utmost secrocy, the fact 
that the managers solicit no business, 
but receive j?money only from those 
who come voluntarily, is said to clear 
them from legal responsibility should 
any ono fail to receive principal and 
interest according to agreement. It is 
remarkable that such a business as 
this has been going on in the heart of 
the city for nearly two years, with an 
apparently increasing number of depos- 
itors.

RUSSIA'S DTJPLIOITT. 
Intoro3ting Dcfbato in Parliament. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
London, Feb. 7. — The Blue Book 
on Afghan affairs has been issued. 
Gen. Roberts reports a conversation in 
October, 1879, with Yakoob Khan, 
who stated the British mission under 
Sir Neville Chamberlain was turned 
back by the advice of the Russian en- 
voy at Cabul, Stolietoff, and that when 
Shere Ali quit Afghanistan in Decem- 
ber, 1878, he issued a firman to the 
authorities at. Herat declaring that 
StolietotI had written him as follows: 
"The Emperor desires you should not 
admit the English into your country, 
and, like last year, you are to treat 
them with deceit until the cold season 
pisses away; then the Almighty's will 
will be made manifest to you. That 
is to say, the Russian government will 
come to your assistance. Either by 
diplomatic action we will entirely cut 
off all English communication and in- 
terference with Afghanistan, or events 
will end in a mighty and important 
war." The Blue Book respecting af- 
fairs in Central Asia shows that on 
the 9th of July, 1S79, Lord Salisbury, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, asked 
Count Schouvaloff, tho Russian Am- 
bassador to England, whether there 
was any truth in the reports that tho 
expedition from the Caspian intended 
I to occupy Merv. Count Schouvaloff 
said the expedition was directed against 
Tekke Turcomans, and that he entire- 
ly disbelieved in tho existence among 
any section of Russian statesmen of a 
wish to advance on Merv. On the 
lGthJuly hist, Degieres, of the For- 
eign Office, reported theso assurances 
to Lord Duflerin, British Ambassador 
to Russia, in a most positive form. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. 5. — Charles Newde- 
gate, Conservative member for War- 
wickshire, gave notice of an intention 
to offer resolutions providing for the 
suspension of members as a penalty for 
obstructing legislation. 

Win. Shaw, Home Ruler from Cork, 
gave notice of a resolution concerning 
tho Government failure to tako efficient- 
measures to relieve distress in Ireland. 

Right Hon. Robert Mowbray, Con- 
servative member for Oxford Univer- 
sity, moved the address in answer to 
the speech from the throne. Covery, 
in seconding the motion, stated that 
the distress in Ireland was not as gen- 
eral as represented. He conceded that 
interference with the land question 
should be conducted with due safe- 
guards. 

The Marquis of Hartington said the 
great question ought to bo taken up and 
settled as speedily as possible. He 
criticised Turkish matters as likely to 
lead to futuie complications and point- 
ed out that reforms in Asiatic Turkey 
are still in abeyance. Speaking of the 
A.ustro-German alliance lie said he 
thought it would ho well for England 
to look to hor own security. He criti

Since Nov. 12th nine were executed on 
conviction for attacking the Residency 
and 15 moro havo been sentenced to death 
for killing wounded soldiers and implica- 
tion in the attack on the Rosidency. 

ENGLAND. 
Liyeiu'ool, Feb. — Interest in the con- 
test for tho seat in Parliament made va- 
cant by tho death of John Horr arises 
from the fact that Lord Ramsay, Liberal 
candidate, had made a bid for the Home 
Rule vote by pledging his support to an in- 
quiry into the question of Home Rule. 
There was a remarkably heavy vote, as 
follows: Lord Ramsay, 23,884; Edward 
Whitley, Conservative, 20,100; Whitley's 
majority, 2,222. 



An Enormous amount of Grain at 
No-w York. 

There has seldom or never been a 
time in tho history of this port when 
there has been so much grain in store, 
so many vessels in tho harbor, or so 
marked a dead lock in ocean freights 
as at present. There are fully 821 
seagoing vessels at the wharves, but 
not. more then 75 of these are laoding 
grain. The ships refuse to accept the 
low rates ofTered, and are holding off 
in the hope of revival of business. Some 
of the best informed shipping mer- 
chants, however, assert that during the 
next twenty days this immonse ton- 
nage will havo beeit worked down to 
the averago supply. They expect also 
an increased demand for corn from the 
other side, and from these two circum- 
stances there is some reason to antici- 
pate that, in the courso of another 
month or so, better freight rates will 
rule. The present rates, it may be 
added, are lower than at the correspond- 
ing period for tho last soven years. 
This condition of things, perhaps, it is 
unnecessary to say, is largely due to 
the colossal speculation in bread stuffs, 
which has been in progress for some 
weeks past under the auspices of a 
of a California millionaire and other 
wealthy Wall-street parties. They are 
carrying immense quantities of wheat, 
with the expectation of unloading on 
the other side, and as prices in the 
European markets are at a point 
which will not permit shipments at j 
profit, it is just so much dead weight! 
here. Of course, this anomalous con- \ 
dition of things cannot last forover, 
but until the dead lock is broken ships 
will look for cargoes in vain.
